V ou can't blame anyone for being discour- 
. 1 . aged by the state of politics today. 

More often than not, important issues are 
reduced to petty squabbling between partisans 
who attack the other side simply because it's 
the other side. The actual merit of policy ideas 
gets shuffled to the back burners, while politi¬ 
cians compete to see who can come up with the 
best soundbite.

Traditionally, private member bills don't 
get very far, even when they are floated by 
members of the governing party. When they are 
presented by members of the opposition they 
are even less likely to make it into law. 

Nicholson, whose father died from 
Alzheimer's in 1997, would have stood a much 
better chance of getting thebillpassedhadhe 
introduced it during his days as a Conservative 
cabinet minister, when Stephen Harper's party 
had a majority in the House of Commons. 

Still, Nicholson does have support of at least 
one Liberal member, Don Valley West MP Rob 
Oliphant, which in theory gives the bill a better 
chance of survival. 

While we're on this point, the bill is also a 
test of the Liberals' promise to conduct politics 
differently. 

They made a big deal about not emulating 
te worst of the Conservatives' cut-throat, our- 
way-or-the-highway approach to governing. In 
Bill-233, we have a worthy bill brought forward 
by a Tory. 

There aren't any cogent counterarguments 
to it, and it fits nicely within the broader frame¬ 
work of the Liberal health-care agenda. 

The Liberals will have some explaining to do 


if they ultimately reject it 

Even if the bill can get through, it faces the 
labyrinth that is the Canadian health-care 

Although Ottawa funds health care in 
Canada, administration and execution of it 
happens at the provincial level. So while the 
symbolism of a national strategy is important 
and can provide guidance, it ultimately cannot 
on its own harmonize treatment from province 
to province or make a provincial government 
do something it doesn't want to. 

We've seen this with the national strategy on 
mental health, written in 2012, that both the 
previous government and this one have said 
will eventually be fully implemented. Even if it 
is, its impact will be limited by the design of the 
health-care system. 

What Canada ultimately needs is a revamped 
health accord between the provinces, territories 
and Ottawa. The accord expired in 2014 after 
the Tory government refused to renegotiate, 
and the status quo has limped on ever since. 

The Liberals made some noises about 
revamping the accord during the election. If 
they do, they ought to allow a mechanism for 
a national strategy like the one Nicholson pro¬ 
poses, to have actual teeth. 

Otherwise, we'll be left with important and 
well-intentioned bills that will never be able to 
live up to their potential.

Two Niagara Falls residents have been 
arrested and charged with arson in con¬ 
nection with a fire that caused more than 
$900,000 damage to Freddie’s Ice Cream 
and a miniature golf course on Lundy’s 
Lane in Niagara Falls. 

The fire was reported at about 5 a.m on 
March 17, at the business which had not 
been operational within the last year. 

When firefighters arrived on scene 
at the former Dairy Queen location 
they found a building on the property 
engulfed in flames. 

Police and the Office of the Fire Mar¬ 
shall were called in to investigate because 
the cause of the fire appeared to be suspi- 

Charged Monday with one count of 
break, enter and commit arson are Zach¬ 
ary Smith, 22, and Jeremy Dixon, 19. 

Police and fire officials investigated 
the incident initially deemed suspicious 

Niagara Falls fire Chief Lee Smith said 


firefighters found the back half of a build¬ 
ing on the property engulfed in flames. 

“Fire crews immediately began to get 
access to the interior of the building so they 
could find the (source of the) fire, and also 
to do a search and rescue to see if anyone 
was still in the building,” said Smith. 

“There weren't any people inside the 
building, so that was a good thing." 

He said it took about 45 minutes for 
the fire to be brought under control. 

Smith described the damage as “pretty 
substantial. 

"The portion that housed the registra¬ 
tion for the game and... where you get 
your putter and all that, that part of it is 
pretty much gutted,” he said. 

The actual golf area was not destroyed, 
he added. 

“The mini putt only operates in the 
good weather, so my understanding was 
that it wasn't operating on a daily basis at 
this point, yet.”
